Piano 
Recital By 
reda Blank 


TAREDA Blank, who last 

visited Hongkong three 
years ago, gave a piano re- 
cital last night in the Loke 
Yew Hall under the auspices 
of the Bernard Ho ‘Concerts 


of Youth Organisation. 


The programme, clthough it, 
contalned some numbers un- 
familiar to the writer, was a 
well-balanced one, It started 
with the E Minor Prelude and 
Fugue by Mendelssohn who was 
such tn admirer of Bach, and 
to whom we are so much in- 
debted for the resuscitation of 
a portion of Bach's music, 

Then followed the delicate 
No. 27’Sonata by Beethoven. 
The first half of the programme 
closed with Schumann's Scenes 
of Childhood, one of the 
“Scenes” of which is the 


familicr ‘Traumerel.” 


The second half included 
Debussy’s Suite Bergamesque. 
Of its component parts, the 


“Claire de Lune” rather dwarfs 
the rest of this suite, but it was 
nice to hear it in, its entirety. 
After a short group which 
included delicate trifles by 
Casella and Turina, the pro- 
gramme closed with Frank 
Bridge’S Fairy Tale Suite. 

This was well played. There 
was a Ilnk with the past here 
In that the planist's teacher. was 
a pupil of Clara Schumann and 
personally helped Frank Dridge 
to revise the proofs nf this very 
sulte before publication, 

After the technical flreworks 
of Monday night's pisno recital, 
there was on intimate fireside 
atmosphere at last night's con- 
cert. The music was addressed 
primarily to “students,” an ex- 
pression which presumably, in 
relation to a Hengkong concert, 
means teenagers. who cre study- 
Ing some musiccl instrument 
under the guidance of a private 
tutor, 

There was no attempt by the 
pianist to create any cheap emo- 
tional value by manner or other- 
wise, Stlll one weuld avlsh ‘that 
planists are nbdt chased all over 
and off the stage by little 
chlidren carrying bouquets of 
flowers. c 

We cre all too femilfar with 
the anti-climaxes that occur to 
scme people in local organisa- 
tlons owing to the Isck of a 
little “stage manners”—for lack 
of a better expression. * 

Freda Blonk is obviously a 
very experienced and musi- 
clanly pianist. Her Beethoven 
sounded Ilke Beethoven. So 
did the Schumann, I think the 
latter and the Frank Bridge 
Suite were my favourites. She 
prefaced’ cach work by a few 
Intraductory remarks. No one 
necad feel they were being 
“taught” by this, I wish there 
was more of it, On a rather 
different plane, those of us who 
were students at Edinburgh in 
the days of Professor 
Donald Tovey will recall his 
Sunday evening concerts and 
the Nfelong odeneflt. which 
everyone derived from his 
scholarly and informative intro- 
ductory ‘remarks cfore each

Hongkong’s resottled squatters, which include some of the 
poorest familios in the Coloty, have an almost exemplary 


record for paying renf. 
The Resettlement department reveals in its latest annual report that of 
almost $5 million due in rent, only a little over $2,000 was written off 


as irrecoverable arrears in a period of a year, \ 


And of a resettlement area | 
population now topping 273,000, 
onty 104 had thelr-occupation 
permits cancelled during the 
year 1957-58 for not paying 
rents. : 


’ ‘These permits can be canccll- 
ed if the monthly rent—pnyabic 
in advance and ranging from $10 
to $28 n room—is more than 14 
days in arrears, : 

But the Commissioner's report 
sold in‘fdet permits were not 
cancelled unless, either the rent 
was more than 28 .days- in: 
arrears or the tenant was per- 
sistently more than 14 days lute 
In paying his rent. 

Some families in the resettle~ 
ment blocks depend on “bread- 
winners" whese average earnings 
for casual Inbour or hawking is 
often less than $100 a menth. 


How It’s Fixed 


When: the first multi-storey 
resettlement blocks were under 
construction four years ago, it 
was decided to fix the rent for a 
standard rcom aot a figure which 
would cover all annually re- 
current costs and would also 
provide for the recovery in 40 
years, with 342 pe interest of 
the original capital cost plus 
$10 a sq. foot for land.
